Hindman. 

Hindman and Speech/Drama 
Instructor Jacque Shackelford, 
coach students for national 
competition. 

Bernard Cummings will com¬ 
pete in dramatic interpretation, 
duet acting and poetry. 

Mark Morman will compete in 
oral interpretation, duet acting, 
speech-to-entertain and extem¬ 
poraneous speaking. 

Cela Cuniff is preparing for 
Lincoln-Douglas debate, extem¬ 
poraneous speaking, impromptu 
speaking and communication 
analysis. 

Jean Hagan will compete in 
prose and dramatic interpretation. 

Tim Jones will also attend as an 
official observer. 

“We set our own standards to 
qualify for participation in na¬ 
tionals because we want the 
students to be well prepared,” 
said Hindman. A student must 
place first, second or third in a 
college tournament or Phi Rho Pi 
regional or state tournament. He 
must have grades of C or above 
and must be prepared to compete 
in at least four events. 

Public speaking, oral inter¬ 


pretation and acting are the three 
broad categories that include 
about 10 specific areas of 
competition. 

TJC has participated in na¬ 
tionals for seven years, winning 
at least one trophy each year. 

“Last year was a phenomenal 
year,” said Hindman. TJC won

El Greco exhibit to open in Library 


An exhibit of works by El 
Greco of Toledo opens Monday 
in Vaughn Library and Learning 
Resources Center. The exhibit, 
sponsored by the Library and the 
Office of Continuing Education, 
runs through April 13. 

Opening ceremonies begin at 
11 a.m. Monday in the African 
Room in the Vaughn Library. An 
eight-minute video program on El 
Greco, his art and culture in his 
adopted city of Toledo will be 
shown. 

All students and faculty are in¬ 
vited. Refreshments will be 
served. 

El Greco is considered one of 


the greatest artists of all time, ac¬ 
cording to a brochure that accom¬ 
panies the exhibit. Born in 1541, 
he was first trained as a painter 
of religious icons in the tradi¬ 
tional Byzantine mode of his 
native Crete. 

In 1568, he went to Venice and 
on to Rome to study art, but left 
in 1576 to settle in Spain. 

El Greco’s paintings were 
religious in theme. Other sub¬ 
jects, which reflect almost all the 
existing types of the period in¬ 
clude mythology, portraits and 
even landscape, a theme new to 
late 16th Century. 


In addition to the regular ex¬ 
hibition, films on El Greco will 
be shown. 

“El Greco: His Art and His 
Times” will be shown at 7 p.m. 
April 2 in AVL 1. 

The film will be shown at 2:05 
p.m. and 7 p.m. April 3. It will 
also be shown at 1 p.m. and 7 
p.m.

Dallas plans for Reagan

The race for the White House 
is underway with that prestigious 
1600 Pennsylvania Ave. address 
at stake. That battle every four 
years between the Republicans 
and Democrats*, culminates the 
first Tuesday in November with 
the presidential election. 

Before the election both parties 
hold conventions in the summer. 
The Republican convention will 
be August 20-23 in Dallas. 

Conservatism and tradi¬ 
tionalism depict Texan attitudes. 
Since Civil War reconstruction, 
Texans have elected only one 
Republican governor, Bill 
Clements. 

The Democratic tradition is 
strong in Texas. After years as a 
Texas senator, Lyndon Johnson 
was elected president. Texas 
Democrats claim House of 
Representatives Majority Leader 
James Wright. 

Although Texas is considered 
a strong Democratic power, the 
Republicans hope to steal the

show when they bring their na¬ 
tional convention to Dallas. 

Dallas is preparing for the con¬ 
vention, but Texas Democrats 
may not be ready to have their 
territory invaded by what they 
call, “the other party.” 

The Democrats better be ready 
for quite a show, said Frederick 
R. Meyer, Republican Host 
Committee chairman. 

The Republican Convention at 
the Dallas Convention Center, 
promises to be one of the greatest 
one-man shows ever, featuring 
Ronald Reagan, according to 
Dallas organizers. 
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A low interest level 
verified by History/Government 
Instructor Dr. Robert K. Peters 
who said, “It is almost like it is 
happening in a foreign country. ” 

This is not surprising because 
the interest level at the age of 
most college students is low. In¬ 
terest begins to rise significantly 
after age 30, Peters said. 

The facts that President Ronald 
Reagan seems sure to be the 
Republican candidate and that the 
role Texas Democrats play is 
months away do nothing to in¬ 
crease interest, said Peters. 

Eight of 10 students surveyed 
have never voted, and none of the 
10 had voted in a presidential 
election. Seven are registered to 
vote, with one registered out of 
state. Two of the unregistered 
students did not know how or 
where to register. 

Voter registration is handled by 
the elections division of the Coun¬ 
ty Clerk’s Office in Smith Coun¬ 
ty. Students wishing to register in 
some counties may need to con¬ 
tact the county tax assessor- 
collector’s office, said Peters. 

We prefer that persons register¬ 
ing for the first time or those who 
have moved apply in person at the 
voter registration office on the 
first floor of the Smith County 
Courthouse, said Elections Direc¬ 
tor Judy Carnes. 

Without the maps available 
there, it is often difficult to 
establish which precinct the per¬ 
son lives in. Office hours are 8 
a.m.- 5 p.m. Monday-Friday. 

Deputy registrars are 
sometimes available at such 


places as political party head¬ 
quarters or booths sponsored by 
the League of Women Voters. 

“Although a college student 
may register in the home county 
or in the county where he attends 
college,” Peters said, “it is often 
better to register in the home 
county, especially if the student 
resides at college only through the 
spring semester.” Spring elec¬ 
tions are all held on Saturday. If 
the student cannot go to his home 
county, he may vote absentee. 

Carnes outlined procedures for 
absentee voting. Voting in person 
may be done between the 20th 
day and the fourth day preceding 
the election. 

Absentee voting for the May 
primaries runs April i 6-May 1. 
A student may request a ballot by 
mail 60 days prior to an election. 
It will be mailed when printed, 
and the student may return it by 
mail. Students often need to vote 
by mail in the Tuesday presiden¬ 
tial election. 

Voters must be registered at 
least 30 days prior to the election 
in which they wish to vote, cau¬ 
tions Carnes. Also, anyone who 
has registered but has not receiv- 1 
ed the blue certificate, which is 
valid after March 1, should con¬ 
tact the voter registration office. 

The blue cards cannot be for¬ 
warded through the mail. If a per¬ 
son has moved without notifying 
the office, his card will be return¬ 
ed. That person will be removed 
from the voter registration rolls 
unless he contacts the office 
before Aug. 15 to change his 
address.

Reagan is running unopposed for 
his party nomination. This con¬ 
vention will probably be used as 
a party to kick off his re-election 
in November, according to the 
Dallas Morning News.

Professional journalists shared 
their expertise in writing and 
editing for print or broadcast, 
public relations and photography 
with journalism students. 

Six TJC students attended a 
journalism workshop at the 
University of Texas at Tyler. 
They are: TJC News editors 
Rochelle Jackson and Elaine 
Reichard, Linda Hawkins, Dian¬ 
na Radford, Janet Tatum and 
Michelle Ballinger. 

“Television newswriting and 
newspaper writing vary in style 
and formality. In television, you 
write the story as if you were 
speaking in conversation,” said 
KLTV News Director Wes Sims. 

“News that effects you first, 
news that people really care about 
is what we base our story 
headlines on,” said Sims. 

Anchorman Sims advised 
future journalists to get a job with 
the local station or newspaper to 
develop a relationship with 
people. 


“When you get a job, be pa¬ 
tient. Ask questions, volunteer, 
go beyond your job description 
and responsibility,” he 
suggested. 

“Public relations deals with 
improving communications for 
small businesses and large com¬ 
panies,” said UTT Journalism 
Professor Dr. Wally McCardell 
in another workshop session. 

“In public relations you learn 
to plan, to set up and manage an 
event, to make selections such as 
choosing an organizational logo 
and to get involved with manage¬ 
ment,” he explained. 

“To improve corporate and 
financial communication,” he ad¬ 
vised, “be truthful. Never lie. If 
you don’t know the information, 
say you don’t rather than lying. ” 

Staff Writer Steve Blow of the 
Dallas Morning News discussed 
changed in reporting and editing 
due to electronic developments. 

“Electronic advances that I was 
told in college would be incor¬ 
porated into the newspaper 
business over the next 20 or 30 
years became a part of the 


newsroom within three years,” 
said Blow. 

Blow demonstrated a telemeter 
which sends news stories over 
telephone wires. 

Photographer Robert Bunch 
discussed options open in his 
field. 

“To do an effective job, a 
photographer needs at least two 
cameras and four or five lenses,” 
said Bunch who works for the 
Tyler Courier Times and Morn¬ 
ing Telegraph. He suggested a 


wide angle lens, a long-range lens 
for sports shots and a mid-range 
telephoto lens. 

All the equipment he uses in his 
job is his own, he said. None is 
provided by the newspaper except 
darkroom facilities. 

Bunch- warned that a 
photographer must be good to get 
a job. An excellent portfolio is a 
must. 

A lot of money can be made in 
free-lance photography, he said, 
“but you could also starve to 
death.”

Eidson battles to rejoin team

The highly successful Apache 
Ladies’ basketball season has 
been a special challenge for 
Sophomore Gina Eidson. Off the 
court she has faced a fearsome 
foe, cancer. 

With the same spirit that earn¬ 
ed her a position on the Ladies 
team last year, Eidson batded to 
rejoin the team for five games, 
two in Athens. She played what 
she says is her last basketball 
game there against Henderson 
County Junior College. 

“I had made an earlier decision 
not to play basketball after I left 
here,” said Eidson, “but this way 
I feel relieved that it’s all over. ’ ’ 
Eidson is considering attending 
Austin College in Sherman after 
TJC. 

“My life has been centered 
around basketball since the fourth 
grade. At least now I can do the 
things I’ve always wanted to do,” 
she said. 

Six-foot Eidson was operated 
on last August to remove a 
cancerous tumor on her seventh 
rib. Doctors also removed parts 
of adjacent ribs and tissue sur¬ 
rounding the tumor. 

“It was scary,” said Eidson, 
“because I wasn’t told I had 
cancer until three days after the 
operation.” 

Apache Ladies Coach George 
Cox describes Eidson as a “very 
spiritual person. This is what 
keeps her from feeling sorry for 
herself,” he said. 

It was harder for her teammates 
to adjust to her disease. She and 
teammate Lesa Wilson had led 
the team Bible study shortly 
before the illness was discovered. 

“When we first heard about it, 
we were saying, ‘why her?’ ” 
said Ladies Trainer Diann 
Richardson, “but the more we 
thought about it, the more we 
knew that it wouldn’t be right to 
say that.” 

After months of chemotherapy, 
doctors told Eidson she could 
play. “Idealistically I kpew that 
I’d be back,” she said, “but 
realistically, I knew I wouldn’t be 
as strong if I did play. I came 
back during my month off 
chemo.” 

Eidson returned for five games 
starting and ending with games 
against HCJC. 

“Gina has a lot of friends in 
Athens, so both times we played 
them it was a real thrill for her,” 
said Richardson. “We’ve always 
been rivals with Henderson, but 
this time everybody was cheering 
her on. She made two free throws 
in the last few seconds of that 
game, her only points of that 
night.” 


“Afterwards, her parents took 
the team out to their ranch near 
Athens and treated us to dinner, ’ ’ 
Richardson said. 

“It was kind of scary because 
I thought I might get hit wrong or 
something, but I got used to it 
again,” she said. 

Eidson is a fighter, a scrapper. 
Unlike other team members, she 
was not recruited by former 
Coach Herb Richardson, but ask¬ 
ed him to let her try out for the 
team. She came onto a team that 
was already intact a$ 
sophomores, he said, “but she 


added quite a bit. She’s a top- 
notch person with a tremendous 
attitude.” 

“Gina didn’t mind getting into 
a game scrapping for a loose ball 
or going one-on-one with the 
other team,’’ said Diann 
Richardson. 

Gina was and still is easy¬ 
going. She’s always there when 
you need her. “She is such a 
devoted Christian, she said. I feel 
this is what has kept her from be¬ 
ing down.” 

“She loves helping others, but 
she doesn’t want any sympathy,” 
she concluded.
